New York, May 5.—(Special.)— 
The advance guard of the 82d‘ na- 
tional army division arrived in New 
York ‘at 12:30. o’clock this after- 
noon on the steamship Alfonso XIII. 
The troops consisted of detachments 
of the headquarters troops, motor 
tarnsport train headquarters, a vet- 
erinary unit, and the divisional the- 
atrical- troops, a total of 262 men 
and thirty-two officers. 

The men arrived under command 
of Lieutenant Colonel George E. 
Roosevelt, of New York, nephew of 
the late Theodore Roosevelt, with 
Lieutenant Colinel G. E. Buxton, of 
Providenée, R. L, next in command. 
Colonel Buxton, it will be recalled, 
was a major with the 328th infantry 
while in training at Gordon and 
when the division sailed for France. 
The next ranking officers in the 
advance contingent is Major Wil- 
liam A. Cunningham, of Atlanta, 
commander of the 82d division ma- 
chine gun battalion. 

Melton Did Not Arrive. 

Among the officers scheduled for 
this boat was Major Quimby Melton, 
former city editor of The Constitu- 
tion, and then a captain in the 325th 
infantry, but just before sailing Ma- 
jor Melton was dispatched on an 
important military mission back to 
the French camps, but his name, 
however, appeared in the passenger 
list of officers aboard. It is stat- 
ed that Major Melton is very proba- 
bly aboard one of the transports 
due at Hoboken, with other contin- 
gents of the 82d, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday.

President Wilson and Premiers 
Clemenceau and Lloyd-George Vis- 
ited the Trianon at Versailles 
this afternoon to inspect the ar- 
rangements for the ceremony of 
handing over the peace treaty to 
the Germans. They expressed 
themselves as satisfied. 

President Wilson, who reached 
Versailles at 2:30 o’clock, returned 
to Paris about 5 o’clock. The two 
‘premiers prolonged their visit for a 
time. 

The visit of President Wilson to 
Versailles this afternoon was in- 
spired, it is understood, by his de- 
sire to admit the newspaper corre- 
spondents to the ceremony. This 
desire had met with opposition, one 
of the grounds being lack of room. 
The council of three, therefore, de- 
cided to look over the situation. 

Premier Clemenceau will preside 
over the ceremonies Wednesday, and 
is announced that the members 


will be fifty-eight delegates from 
the allied countries and six Germans 
present. 

Italian Envoys Returning. 

Vittorio Orlando, the’ Italian 
and Baron Sonnino, the 
foreign minister, are to return to 
Paris, it is officially announced this 
afternoon. They will take a train 
from Rome for this capital tonight. 

In the meantime it has been an- 
nounced that Marquis Imperiali, the 
Italian ambassador at London, had 
been designated to participate for 
Italy in the meeting this afternoon 
of the executive committee of the 
league of nations.

had left Rome for Paris, and 
the further news that the Belgian 
crown council had given its assent 
to the signing of the peace treaty 
by the Belgian delegates regard- 
less of the unsatisfactoriness to Bel- 
gium of the financta! arrangements, 
have resulted in relieving the em- 
barrassments of the peace  con- 
ferees. 

These developments had the effect 
of producing a call for a plenary 
session of the conference to be held 
tomorrow for the purpose of laying 
the peace treaty before all the par- 
ticipating nations. 

Contents of Treaty. 

The contents of the first five 
chapters of the treaty have already 
been outlined, dealing with the 
preamble, German frontiers, terri- 
tory changes, German colonies and 
the military, naval and aerial fea- 
tures of the pact. The sixth chap- 
ter will define the status of pris- 
oners of war and the seventh will 
concern the responsibilities of the 
former emperor and other Germans 
for the war. The erghth and ninth 
chapters will be devored to phases 
of the reparations problem and 
financial clauses. The tenth will 
deal with economic clauses, the 
eleventh with ports, railroads and 
water communications; the twelfth 
will concern international labor 
legislation; the thirteenth wili em- 
brace guarantees and the fourteenth 
will contain general clauses dealing 
with ratification. 

Marcel Hutin, of The Echo. de 
Paris, learns France will get abso- 
lute control of the minesin the Saar 
valley and a guarantee for their 
exploitation. He says that the 
president of the aaministrative 
council will be a Frenchman and 
will probably have executive pow- 
ers. 

Status of Italy. 

The status of Italy as one of the 
five great powers has been brought 
into question by her withdrawal 
from the peace conference, and it is 
this status which is proving a pow- 
erful lever in inducing Italy to ac- 
cept the invitation of the council 
of three to resume her place at the 
peace table. The treaey of peace 
makes repeated reference to the 
five great powers as final authority 
in regulating many subjects and 
this provision would have to be 
changed to the “four great powers” 
in case Italy remained out of the 
conference, 

Problems incident to the disposi- 
tion of the German coionites are left 
by the treaty to the great powers, 
so if Italy does mor resume her 
place the treaty would exclude her 
from participating inthe disposition 
of the colonies, either directly or as 
a mandatory. 

The text of the treaty has been 
delivered to the printers, with the 
exception of some details which can 
be revised when the complete print- 
ed draft is ready. Owing to the 
doubts as to Italy’s status, the pro- 
tocol of the treaty will be prepared 
in two forms, one including Italy 
as a signatory and tte other omit- 
ting her. Both these forms and 
the entire text of the treaty will be 
printed tomorrow. 


To Launch League of Nations. 


The executive committee which 
will launch the league of nations 
will hold its first meeting tomor- 
row. President Wilson or Colonel 
E. M. House will represent the 
United States, Lord Robert Cecil 
will appear for England, Stephen 
Pichon for France, Premier Veni- 
zelos for Greece, the Spanish ambas- 
sador for Spain and Dr. Epitacio 
Pessoa for Brazil 

Italy will not be represented. The 
organization of the league will be 
perfected, many committees appoint- 
ed and plans probably will be draft- 
ed for the initial meeting of the 
league at Washington next Oc- 
tober. 

Those close to President Wilson 
say that June 1 will, without doubt, 
be the date for the assembling of 
the extra session of congress. 

The determination of the confer- 
ence to begin the negotiation of a 
peace treaty with Austria immedi- 
ately following the delivery of the 
treaty to the Germans has been 
made known to Italy. It is ex- 
pected the Austrians will arrive to- 
ward the middle of May and plans 
for their accommodation at St Ger- 
main are being made by the French 
authorities. 

Whether Hungary will be asked to 
join the treaty will, depend upon 
the outcome of the “present disor- 
ders there. It is said that the Aus- 
trian treaty will be featured by 
the outlining of the boundaries of 
states newly formed from the old 
empire. The Belgian and Turkish 
treaties will follow, but the time 
for summoning the deserates from 
ee nations has not as yet been 
ixed.

ion that the attention of the pow- 
ers should be drawn to the finan- 
cial and economic situation in Bel- 
gium and to the necessity that the 
allies assure Belgium of complete 
support looking to her economic 
restoration. The council was fur- 
ther of the opinion ‘that the allies 
should be asked to support the 
initiation of negotiations with Hol- 
land regarding the settlement of 
the question of the freedom of the 
Scheldt and the waterways of east 
Belgium. 

Le Soir says the crown council 
shares the opinion that if the final 
peace treaty does not contain the 
necessary conditions for the speedy 
restoration of Belgium by financial 
measures and assurances of diplo- 
matic supports for demands vital 
to Belgium’s security, it will be 
the duty of the government to rec- 
ommend to parliament that it re- 
ject the treaty.

states who fail.to prevent lynching 
or to prosecute lynchers.” 

Not Peculiar to South, 

Former Governor Emmet O'Neal, 
of Alabama, bitterly arraigned mob 
violence as seen in all parts of the 
country, declaring that “the United 
States today stands solitary and 
alone among the civilzed nations of 
the world,” as tolerant of the cruel- 
ty, savagery and infamy of mob 
rule. 

“It is not peculiar to the sou: 
ex-Governor O'Neal said, “The 
record of race riots and mob vio- 
lence in the north during the last 
decade shows that neither section 
can point at the other the finger of 
scorn, 

“Lynch law is but a relic of sav- 
agery and barbarism unworthy of a 
self-governing people, and America 
can only prove her loyalty to the 
true spirit of democracy by creat- | 
ing a public sentiment so strong

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‘SPLENDID FUTURE 
FOR AIR TRAVEL 


Speakers at Macon Aero- 
nautical Congress Indi- 
cate the Tentative Gov- 
ernment Program in Air- 
plane Development. 


Macon, Ga., May 56.—(Special.)— 
Though Major General Menoher, 
chief of the army aviation service, 
was unable to attend the session 
of the Southeastern Aeronautical 
congress today, because his wife is 
ill in Washington, Major Horace M. 
Hickman, chief of information of 
the United States air service, rep- 
resented his chief and made _ the 
principal address at the public ses- 
sion of the conference. Brigadier 
General L. E. O. Charlton, air at- 
tache of the British embassy, was 
also one of the speakers, telling of 
the progress of aviation in Europe. 

Major Hickman gave an outline 
of the policy of the air service and 
announced a tentative program for 
the establishment of landing fields 
throughout the‘country and called 
on all cities, especially thirty-two 
which he named, to co-operate in 
the work, thus making it possible 
to develop civilian aeronautics and 
at the same time enable the air 
service to build up a reserve for 
use in case of a national emer- 


gency.

“An act to provide that women 
may vote in all primary elections 
in Georgia, prescribing qualifi- 
cations.” 

Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Geor- 
gia: 

Section 1. From and after the 
passage of this act, and sub- 
ject to all the provisions of the 
laws of this state as to age, resi- 
dence, citizenship, payment of 
poll taxes and otherwise regulat- 
ting the manner and form of 
holding the same, but especially 
exempt from every disqualifica- 
tion, direct or indirect, on ac- 
count of sex, every woman in 
this state shall have the right 
to vote at any primary election 
held under the laws of this state; 
provided, that no woman shall be 
allowed;to vote in any primary 
election unless, when requested 
by the judges, she shall make 
oath that she is of the same 
political faith of the party hold- 
ing said primary election, and 
that she will give her moral

SELF, SAYS JURY 


Verdict Reached Despite 
Officers’ Testimony That 
They Do Not Believe He 
Could Have Shot Him- 
self Twice Through the 
Heart. 


Although military experts testi- 
fied at the inquest, which was re- 
sumed over the bodies of Corporal 
John Hunkler and his wife Monday 
afternoon, that it was practicaily 
impossible for the soldier to have 
shot -himself twice through the 
heart, after deliberating only a 
short time, the coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict that the woman 
met death at the hands of her hus- 
band, who then took his own life. 

The verdict read: 

“We, the jury, find that Mrs. 
John Hunkler came to her 
death from a blow on the head 
inflicted by the stock of a sin- 
gle-barreled shotgun at the 
hands of John Hunkler. 

“We, the jury, find that John 
Hunkler came to his death by 
his own hands by firing three 
revolver shots into his chest 
with suicidal intent.” 

Not Legally Married. 

Evidence was introduced at the 
trial to the effect that the couple 
had not been legally married, of- 
ficilals of the superior court declar- 
ine that Hunkler filed divorce pa- 
pers against his first wife last Feb- 
ruary, one month after he married 
ri- second wife. 

The theory that Hunkler killed his 
wife soon after she learned he had 
not secured a divorce was denied 
by Miss Julia Hunkler, sister of 
the dead man, who declared that her 
sister-in-law knew Hunkler ha’ not 
secured his divorce. Employees of 
a millinery campany on Pryor street 
say they had always Known Mrs. 
Hunkler as Mrs. Elizabeth Gadoury. 

Mrs. Hosafa Faulk, the aged 
housekeeper, who spent the night in 
the house afraid to give the alarm, 


was again placed on the stand and 
testified that Hunkler had told her 
that his wife had met a certain gen- 
tleman and he was suspicious of 
them. 

Working from this theory the po- 
lice state that jealousy was the only 
possible motive. 

It also became known Monday 
that Hunkler was a Catholic, and 
was probably worried over having 
filed a suit for divorce, since this 
church opposes the marriage of di- 
vorced people, and would not have 
approved his second wedding. 


Officer Testifies. 


The military officers, who were 
appointed by the commanding offi- 
cer at Fort McPherson to investigate 
the circumstances under which 
Hunkler met his death, gave the re- 
sults of the autopsy. They de- 
clared that the soldier’s death was 
due to three bullets, two of which 
penetrated his heart. They said 
there were no powder burns on his 


cheat 

Major H. €. Westervelt, Hunkler’s 
commanding officer, testified as fol- 
lows: 

“I always considered Hunkler as 
exceptionally agreeable, and above 
the average in intelligence. He had 
the affectionate disposition like a 
child. He was, however, at times 
very erratic in temperament. I do 
not think it would have been pos- 
sible for him to shoot himself 
through the heart twice.” 

Mrs. Hosafa Faulk, when placed 
on the stand, smid in part: 

“Hunkler told me a few days be- 
fore the killing that he was sus- 
picious of wife, because she had 
met a cerf™in gentleman, whose 
name he did not mention. He said 
he was going to try to catch them, 
and I warned him to be careful.” 

J. O. Willson, an evidence man 
of 102 East Pine street, told the 
jury that he had worked up the evi- 
dence in Hunkler’s divorce suit last 
January and it was filed by Attor- 
ney Phillip Weltner on February 18 
last. 

Had Already Married. 


‘“Hunkler later confessed to me,” 
said Willson, “that he had already 
married and appesmred to be greatly 
worried about it. Last Friday he 
called me over the telephone and 
asked me to fill out his application 
for a discharge from the army. 
However, I did not see him alive 
again.” 

B. F. Bradberry, 35 White Oak 
avenue, who lives directly across the 
street from the Hunkler dwelling, 
told the jury of the screams he 
heard Friday night which were fol- 
lowed by three pistol shots. He said 
that he finally concluded that some 
of his neighbors were chasing cats. 

Miss Gladys White, 66 Cameron 
street, who was employed at the 
same establishment with Mrs. Hunk- 
ler, asserted that she always knew 
the woman as Mrs. Gadoury. She 
also stated that on Friday afternoon 
she saw the couple walking up 
Pryor street, apparently quarrelling 
and saw Hunkler jerk his wife's 
arms, causing her to stumble, 

Funeral services for Hunkler will 
be held Tuesday morning at 11:30 
o’clock from Poole’s chapel, while 
the funeral services of his wife will 
be held at the same hour on Wed- 
nesday morning.

COUNCIL TAKES STEPS 
TO PROBE CITY’S NEEDS 


Continued from First Page. 
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measure in council, F. J. Paxon, 
president of the Atlanta Convention 
Bureau, and vice president of the 
Presidents’ club, commended the 
idea of a municipal doctor with en- 
thusiasm and urged that the mat- 
ter be pressed at once, giving it as 
his opinion that the Atlanta Chamn- 
ber of Commerce should take the 
initiative in bringing about a sur- 
vey, calling in representatives from 
other civic organizations and from 
the trade unions, to go over the 
matter of a new charter. 

Mr. Paxon was leader of a move- 
ment in 1912 which brought to At- 
lanta Herbert R. Sands and S. G. 
Lindholm, both of the New York Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research, who 
made comprehensive reports on the 
organization and administration of 
the city government, and of the de- 
partments of health and education. 
According to Mr. Paxon the one deal- 
ing with the educational system was 
adopted by the board, but that con- 
cerning the city government met its 
death in council. It was on this 
account that many of the changes 
and improvements suggested at that 
time were never carried out. 

Carrying out the suggested meta- 
phor, Mr. Paxon said, “The city, we 
may say, is in a dying condition, and 
it is time to summon a diagnosti- 
cian who can also prescribe for the 
patient, and to call in the relatives, 
those who love the sick one, to make 
up among themselves the cost of 
bringing back health speedily. A 
citizen of Atlanta cannof give a fair 
diagnosis of her trouble; it will re- 
quire someone from the outside who 
is disinterested and impartial.” 

Mr. Paxon, who has looked care- 
fully into the municipal research 
bureau service, told of the scientific 
thoroughness which the experts 
trained in municipal problems em- 
ploy, and how the head of any de- 
partment investigated is given the 
opportunity to correct any mistakes 
and receive full credit for proper 
management before any adverse 
criticism is made public. This adds 
much to the bureau’s porularity. 

Antiquated Charter, 

“We are running a four-mule farm 
with one mule and a crooked stick,” 
was the comparison W. R. C. Smith, 
president of the Rotary club, made 
of Atlanta’s attempt to get along 
with a charter which is out of date 
with the city’s progress, he said. “I 
love Atlanta too well to make any 
criticism against her, for which 
there is not a ready remedy. I make 
no charges against our city gov- 
ernment, but I only say we are limp- 
ing along with antiquated charter 
which does not give us ample op- 
portunity for progress. 

“When a city has reached the 
proportions of Atlanta, the business 
of running its business is a problem 
beyond the capacity of the ordinary 
laymen. We need experts, sanitary 
experts, hydraulic experts, and other 
officials trained in their especial 
lines. Foreign cities before the war 
were using the scheme of expert 
city managers, who were promoted 
from city to. city as they demon- 
strated their ability. 

“I indorse the editorial carried by 
The Constitution, Sunday, and 1 am 


in favor of taking those steps which | 


will lead us to the first progressive 
move which must be made, a change 
in the city charter.” 

So enthusiastic was T..T. Flagler, 
president of the Master Builder’s as- 
sociation, over the proposition to 
bring municipal experts to Atlanta, 


that he spent. considerable’ time 
Monday in an effort to encourage 
the starting of a fund for the pur- 
pose, not knowing of the resolution 
which was to be introduced into 
council. Three years ago, Mr. Flag- 
ler said, he had lengthy correspond- 
ence with the New York Bureau of 
Municipal Research, who agreed to 
send representatives here for @ sur- 
vey for $12,000. When Mr. Flag- 
ler was in possession of about half 
the sum needed, the bureau wrote 
saying that on account of the war, 
the force had been depleted and the 
work could not be carried: on at 
that time. Within the last few days, 
however, the bureau has written 
that the experts are now ready to 
proceed with the investigation if 
the city wishes it. Mr. Flagler be- 
lieves that the men would be al- 
most immediately available, and 
that a wire would bring them to At- 
lanta within a short time. 
Urged New Charter. 


More than a year ago Mr. Flag- 
ler made an address before the 
Presidents’ club, which was publish- 
ed by that body, advocating a new 
charter, without which, he. said, 
the city would not hope to make 
progress, pass bonds or pass an- 
other single penny beyond $1.25 on 
the hundred, due to the fact that 
before the people voted for these 
things they wanted to be assured, 
not only of the wise spending, but 
also of the wise maintenance of our 
improvements, not in anv one ad- 
ministration, but in all future ad- 
ministrations. 

kKie has not changed his opinions 
in the slightest respect since that 
time, Mr. Flagler says, and he be- 
lieves the diagnosis of the city’s 
trouble should still be made along 
this line. 

.Linton C. Hopkins, prominent at- 
torney, stated Monday that he would 
like to be one of the first to con- 
tribute to a fund to have an expert 
investigation of the city’s affairs 
made. “Iam no student of city gov- 
ernment,” Mr. Hopkins said, “and I 
would not attempt to say what is 
wrong, but I would like to have 
the opinions of those who are fa- 
millar with municipal problems ev- 
erywhere on our methods with 
their recommendations for means of 
improvement. 

“Not every celty needs the same 
kind of charter, I am sure,” Mr. Hop- 
kins went on. “Chicago and San 
Francisco have problems with which 
we are not concerned just as we 
come up against difficulties which 
do not interest them. Only those 
who can see these things with the 
eye of a doctor can be certain of 
what kind of government will suit 
Atlanta. 

Not Hard to Get Fund. 

‘IT am confident that there would 
be no difficulty in raising a fund 
of $15,000 among Atlantans for such 
a research. We could find 100 men 
to give $1590, or 300 men to give $50 


with little trouble, I think, and I 
do most earnestly hope that some- 
thing along this line will be done. 
The child is very sick, and we should 
not spare treatment.” 

Sympathetic with the movement 
to unite the confidence of the peo- 
ple to the city government is Wal- 
ter Hill, president of the Atlanta 
Ad Men’s club, who favors an in- 
vestigation into the city charter by 
experts who will be backed by the 
support of the people. I believe in 
a survey which will give such pub- 
licity to the affairs of the city as 
will arouse public sentiment in a 
movement to bring about necessary 
changes. While+l am not familiar 
with the provisions of our charter 


I know there is something wrong, 


because we are behind other cities 
in many ways, and | would like to 
have the way to progress pointed 
out to mé.” 

Mr. Hill told of Rochester, N. Y., 
which maintains a Bureau of Mu- 
nicipal Research, which delves 
thoroughly into every problem of 
city management which comes up 
and by carrying the force of pub- 
lic opinion with it; is a power for 
progress. The bureau has nothing 
to do with politics, and is main- 
tained by private citizens. Its of- 
ficials are constantly studying the 
history of other municipalities so 
that when a question of policy faces 
Rochester an answer can be of- 
fered by the bureau. 

“It is now up to those whose busi- 
ness and home interests bind them 
to Atlanta to take in hand the busi- 
ness of bringing about a change that 
will make our city below the stand- 
ard of none,” Mr. Hill concluded. 

Mr. Orme’s Resolution. 

The following is the resolution as 
introduced by Mr. Orme: 

“Be It Resolved by the Mayor and 
General Council; That whereas, it is 
the belief of many of our citizens 
that Atlanta has sufficient income, 
if efficiently administered, to prop- 
erly care for her various depart- 
ments and to permit of her growth 
and expansion, and that the primary 
cause of her lack of sufficient funds 
is due to the system and charter 
under which our government is now 
operated: and 

“Whereas, it is greatly to be de- 
sired that all Atlantans should be 
united in their efforts for the up- 
building and progress of our city 
and that the minds of all our peo- 
ple should be united, believing we 
are working along the most econ- 
omical and practical lines, and 

“Whereas, it is necessary for the 
development of our city that those 
in authority should have the conn- 
dence of the people, 

“Be it resolved, That the mayor 
and chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of council be and they are 
hereby directed to enter 
tiations with the Bureau 
cipal Research, located in New York, 
or other experts on municipal gov- 
ernment, for the purpose of securing 
their most efficient experts to make 
a complete and exhaustive survey of 
the charter of the city of Atlanta, 
of the workings and operations of 
all the various departments of the 
city and their relations one 
another with a view of obtaining 
a full report and specific recom- 
mendations as to any needful 
changes in our charter, as to how 
and in what manner, if any, the af- 
fairs of our city may be more 
economically administered and bet- 
ter results obtained. 

“That the mayor and chairman of 
the finance committee of council 
report to this body as early as prac- 
ticable the results of their negotia- 
tions and the probable cost for mak- 
ing such investigation, survey and 
report.”

So it is rea- 
sonable to assume that meat left 
where these dangerous pests are 
permitted to roam contaminate it 
and make the meat unfit for food.

That is to say the company would put up $93.00 per horse- 
power and the public would be made to pay returns on $000.00. 
[f 100.000 horse-power were developed, the company would 1n- 
vest $9,300,000, but you, we and our children would be called to 
bear a burden of $30,000,000. | 

The Railroad Commission authorized the company to begin. 

Today the company claims to have developed 100,000 horse- 
power, but its officers say $17,000,000 have been spent. In eir- 
culars offering its securities for sale, Barclay, Parsons and Clapp, 
Engineers, are quoted as saying that the ‘‘total operating value’ 
of the company is $16,180,000, but there are already outstanding 
against the company securities aggregating $40,477,000, with 
more to follow, all of which mut be carried by the people of Geor- 
gia and Atlanta, unless relief is obtained. 

In other words, the $30,000,000, which was to burden the 
public after the initial investment of $9,300,000 and the develop- 
ment of 100,000 horse-power, has become $40,477,000, although 
there has been no increase in the number of horse-power devel- 


oped. 


To this, under the Commission’s order of 191: 
will be added enough to run the figure $40,477,000 to $57,000,000, 
all of which must be added to the $1,800,000 of preferred stock, 
¢8.514,000 of common stock, and $1] 
cia Railway and Electrie Company, making a grand total of 
$93,841,000 which the people of this city and state will finally 
he called to pay after staggering along under the load for years. 

The case now before the courts of Georgia, where the Power Company, 
in spite of its express contract with the City not to increase its rates, 1 
ing with the sanction of the Railroad Commission to increase them, did not 
begin with the war or during the war, but with the original order of the 
Railroad Commision permitting the Company to flood the country with 


millions of dollars of watered stock. ; 7 
That order, we believe, has influenced every order issued since. 
In the Monterey Gas and Electric Light case, the President of the Cal- 


ifornia Commission said: 


“That there is a program on the part of large financial concerns inter- 
ested in public utility securities, particularly in the stock of. public utilities 
for which ordinarily no money has been paid, to exaggerate the value of the 
property of these public utilities, in my opinion, admits of no doubt. 

“That their procedure is but natural makes it none the less necessary 
for the public authority to be on his guard. : i 

“These interests find themselves in the following condition— 

“The uniform practice has been in the past to construct their proper- 
ties largely from the sale of bonds and to give as bonus the stock of the corp- 
oration, except that which should be withheld by the promoters. 

“Thus the actual property cost originally has been less than the face 
value of the outstanding bonds—to say nothing of the stock—because under 
this method the bonds usually sold at less than par. 

“The problem of those in control, therefore, has been to pay the bond 
interest and gradually build up a value behind the stock which originally, 


of course, had no value. 


“Now they find themselves halted in this program in many instances 
and by valuations by commissions the real relationship between the obliga- 
tions and the assets is disclosed. 

“Almost frantic endeavors, therefore, are being made to persuade public 
authority to place values upon the properties for these utilities, which shall 
be sufficient to cover the bonds and leave, if not enough to represent par for 
the stock, at least enough to represent something, otherwise such stock will 


be seen to have no value. 


“Furthermore, many of these utilities expect, and I imagine a great many 
desire public ownership of their properties. 
ownership, in rate investigations they do not have the rate inquiry alone in mind, 
but with an eye to the future seek for this reason, too, to import elements of 
value that have no other foundation than in the desire of the utility to get 
the highest price for its property.”

The Commission has set aside the Power Company’s contract with the 
City, and, in defiance of that contract, has raised the Company’s rates.

Washington, May 5.—<Action of the 
peace conference in conferring to 
Japan territory and rights in the 
Shantung peninsula was declared by 


Senator Poindexter, of "Washington, 
republican, in a statement tonight to 
be a surrender by league of nations 
advocates of their purported object 
of guaranteeing territorial integ- 
rity and political independence of 
its members.
